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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Michael Raggio on May 6, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 22 has been canceled to avoid a 1 12 first paragraph rejection. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While Domer 
discloses a dynamic damper having a mass member assembly including a plurality of 
discrete mass members, each mass member having an inner surface and an outer 
surface, and first and second affixing members for affixing the mass member to another 
mass member of the assembly, wherein the mass member assembly is affixable to a 
rotary shaft and Runge et al and Hamada et al both disclose dynamic dampers having 
mass members with inner and outer surfaces which form coatings around portions of 
the mass members, none of these references taken either alone or in combination 
disclose a dynamic damper having mass members where the inner and outer surfaces 
thereof form a coating that covers each mass member ENTIRELY. It is for this reason 
that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

Conclusion

one of the mass members, and a first and second receptacle arranged on the other of 
the mass members.
